(1848) CROXDEN (St. Giles), a parish, in the union of Uttoxeter, S. division of the hundred of 
Totmonslow, N. division of the county of Stafford, 4 miles (E. S. E.) from Cheadle; containing, with 
part of Calton chapelry, 293 inhabitants. It comprises by admeasurement 2588 acres, of which 1638 
are grass land, 480 arable, 270 wood and plantations, and 200 common; and has a number of 
scattered farmhouses and cottages. The village lies in a narrow but fertile vale, watered by the 
Peake rivulet. The living is a perpetual curacy; net income, £92; patron, the Earl of Macclesfield. 
The church is a small decayed building, with a wooden belfry. Bertram de Verdun, in 1176, gave the 
monks of Aulney, in Normandy, a piece of land at Chotes or Chotene (probably Cotton) to build a 
Cistercian abbey, which three years afterwards was removed to Croxden, where he and his family 
were buried. It was dedicated to the Blessed Virgin, and at the general dissolution had an abbot 
and twelve religious, whose revenue was valued at £103. 6. 7. The remains of this once stately and 
sumptuous edifice exhibit good specimens of the early English style. [A Topographical Dictionary of

(1851) Croxden parish Church, St Giles, is a small decayed building, with a wooden belfrey. The 
living is a perpetual curacy, in the patronage of the Earl of Macclesfield, lord of the manor, and 
incumbency of the Rev William Higton, of Tean. [WHITE (1851)] 


(1970) The abbey gatehouse, also built by Abbot London, lay to the north-west of the church, and 
there was a chapel to the east of the gatehouse. The chapel a mid-13th-century building, about 50 


ft. long, survived as Croxden parish church until 1886, when it was replaced by the present church 
on s site a little further north. [VCH III 230]

A 
transcript of the parish registers for the period 1674-1812 was published by the Staffordshire 
Parish Register Society in 1912 and has been reprinted by the Birmingham & Midland SGH (with

Anthony Gretton (parochial curate of Longnor) e1609-1661 

Gretton, born perhaps about 1609, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to 
literate grade. On 18 Dec 1630 and then in office as parochial curate of Croxden he was ordained 
deacon by Lichfield at Eccleshall. 

On 22 Dec 1633 he was ordained priest by Lichfield. By 1639 he was in office as parochial curate of 
Longnor. From 5 Feb 1643.4 he continued here as compliant minister. On 12 Aug 1644 the 
Staffordshire Parliamentary Committee ordered that "the Solicitors for Sequestration shall pay the 
petitioner [Gretton] his wages of £5 per annum since the time they entred upon Sir John Harpurs 
estate there and tooke the proffits thereof". About 1650 Gretton was appointed compliant minister 
of Boylestone rectory, Derbys. In Jun 1660 he continued in office as de facto rector. Still in office he 
died, aged about 52, in Feb 1660.1. His will made on 9 Feb 1660.1 was proved under Lichfield on 
12 Apr 1661. His personalty was valued at £91/12/4 and included "His Library £3". Gretton married 
about 1650 to Dorothy (d 1684) by whom he had 1 son and 3 daughters. George Gretton (vicar of 
Marston-upon-Dove, Derbys) c1658-1750 was his only son.

*Thomas Hinckley (parochial curate of [? Bradley-in-the Moors &] Croxden) c1628-1694 
Hinckley, born perhaps about 1628, is of unknown parentage. He was probably only educated to 
literate grade. He was presumably anglicanly ordained deacon before 1 Sep 1662 when he was in 
office as parochial curate of Croxden. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Greatgate & Musden 
constablewick (which included Croxden township) but was not assessed there or at Bradley-in-the- 
Moors. On 1 Aug 1665 he was "noted as excommunicated" and on 4 Aug "was noted as having 
been deprived of the benefice of Croxden on account of various clandestine [lost]". 

On 23 Nov 1676 he was in office at Croxden and also, jointly, at Bradley-in-the-Moors (which he 
might have served from 1662). Perhaps still in both offices he died, aged about 66, and was buried 
on 23 Apr 1694 (perhaps as requested in the chancel) at Croxden. His will made on 25 Feb 1689.90 
was proved under Lichfield on 4 May 1694. His personalty was valued at £77/6/4 and included "his 
books £4". Hinckley married about 1657 to a woman by whom he had 3 sons and 2 daughters. He 
may have married second to Margaret by whom he had 1 daughter.
